The original capital expenditures article was amended to include 
the Hall, as well as the $150,000 police station first planned, The 
article was further revised, cutting the price tag for a fire station 
in West Andover from $150,000 to $125,000 and making the same 
adjustment in the estimated cost of the suggested public works garage,

A Time For Reason 

Every Town Meeting has its emotional focal point and 
when the issue is big enough, the crowd develops around 
its 

There can be no doubt that the tail that will wag this 
year’s dog is the $700,000 capital expenditures item 
calling for construction of a new Town Hall and a police 
station — or more precisely, the $550,000 portion ear- 
marked for replacement of Andover’s present administra- 
tive quarters. 

The Town Hall has already become a campaign issue 
and one that is being so mired in proposals and counter 
proposals that voters will have to be nimble witted indeed 
to follow the question to a logical conclusion. 

It cannot help but be confusing. 

The Board of Selectmen, maligned by many last year 
(and as recently as last week by the candidate who is 
challenging incumbents in the March election) for its 
indecision, is now attacked for its decisiveness in placing 
the new Town Hall article in the Warrant. 

A week ago a special study committee advised the 
town to own rather than lease office space, and based its 
conclusions on a comparison of the costs of a preferred 
lease arrangement and the construction of a hypothetical 
$400,000 Town Hall. Now the committee says that no one 
should consider its report a directive to replace the 
present turn-of-the-century edifice. 

True, the report did not specifically advise a new hall, 
on the other hand, it did not specifically propose recon- 
Struction of the present one either. The Board of Select- 
men cannot be criticized for reading into the committee’s 
comments on ‘‘urgent’’ need the implication that a new 
building would be a practical solution to an immediate 
problem. The immediacy of the situation is difficult to 
doubt when the committee reports that the vibrations of 
equipment operated iin the building are ‘‘rapidly tearing it 
apart.’’ 

There will be twocentral points to keep in focus as the 
tempo builds toward Town Meeting: 

a) The need for improved municipal quarters can no 
longer be challenged. Too many citizen committees have 
confirmed it for this still to be a debatable issue. Now, 
the building’s very safety has been questioned. 

b) If the town is to correct the Town Hall Situation, it 
must look for the single most practical way to do so. This 
means weighing costs in terms of the practicality of the 
end result, and waiving sentimentality if it proves to have 
no bearing on what makes sense. 

Has anyone attempted to establish whether or not the 
familiar, red brick building that houses our town govern- 
ment has any past or architectural features historic enough 
to make it worth preserving, particularly if the cost of 
rejuvenation should compare unfavorably with that of a 
new structure as a long-term solution. Certainly this 
should be considered if tradition is to play a part in an 


ultimate decision. 

What must be avoided is an emotional, politically 
motivated vote on something as permanent as a Town 
Hall. Whether logic directs revitalization of an old build- 
ing (and make no mistake, this means a total gutting of 
the hall as it stands), or the construction of a new one, 
the end result should be one that will evoke community 
pride. 


Some Heartening Facts 


Before February rushes into March and Heart Month is 
over, it is worth pointing out that there are at least 85,000 
people walking around in the U. S, today who are living 
because of the dramatic strides made in heart research. 

Last year 61,000 FEWER people died from high blood 
pressure and the heart disease it causes than would have 
succumbed if 1950 death rates had prevailed. Some 24,000 
FEWER people than expected died of stroke. 

These statistics dramatize the warm-blooded fact that 
deaths from the effects of high blood pressure are down 
50 per cent — deaths from stroke, 26 per cent. 

These results directly reflect the Heart Associations’ 
investment of $100 million in medical research. Additional 
‘citizen-contributed millions have gone for programs of 
education, prevention and rehabilitation. 

The big guns of heart researchers are still trained on 
the mysteries behind heart attacks which, teamed with 
other cardiovascular ailments, cause 55 per cent of all 
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American deaths, Idling almost 1,000,000 men, women and 


children annually. 


We who are hale and hearty would do well to encourage 


them. 


A Second Chance 


There are going to be some important issues to settle 
March 6, and big decisions to be made in the next three 


years. 


The men and/or women who will influence both Town 
Meeting, 1965 and the future will be elected March 1. 

Andover voters who missed their first opportunity last 
week to meet and question the candidates for the Board 
of Selectmen, School Committee, Moderator and Housing 
Authority will have a second chance on Wednesday, 
February 24. Once again the candidates will collect on 
one platform to present their points of view on current 
issues and outline any plans they may have for the future 
of the town and its school system. 

Tonight, at a special Warrant Meeting, citizens who 
are interested in first-hand knowledge of the manager’s 
and Selectmen’s thinking in proposing four capital expen- 
diture items for Town Meeting consideration can hear the 
plans they advance and raise questions. 

Neither meeting should be ignored by those who have 
not boned up yet for the events of the first week of March. 


Down The Years 


75 Years Ago — February, 1890 

The February meeting of the 
Farmer’s Club was held, last 
evening . . . the subject for dis- 
cussion was “‘Is there any injustice 
in the present mode of assessing 
taxes?"’ 

A letter - ‘‘I should say (our 
schools) are in pretty good condi- 
tion, with very little improvement, 
Somehow the children are not 
taught to think, One man speaking 
of our schools says, **They are 
not as good as they used to be 
before the district system was 
changed, and adds even after they 
go through the Punchard they get 
a little Latin, a little Algebra and 
a little French all mixed up; and 
they don’t know nothing.’? What- 
ever you may say of the construc- 
tion of the foregoing, the meaning 
is that they did know exactly 
nothing, or nothing of any practical 
benefit anyway. 

‘*Another man puts the matter in 
this way, he says: ‘*You tell the 
scholars that amancan dig somany 
potatoes in one day if he does 
nothing else but pick up, and ask 
them how many he can both dig 
and pick up?’® They will fail to 
tell you, He adds, **They do not 
know anything, they do not think 
anything.’” 

“It seems to me there is too 
little attention given to reading 
and spelling in our schools, As to 
the Grammar school, my children 
say that it ought not be called a 
Grammar school but anarithmetic 
school, It has not been my fortune 
to hear good recitations in other 
studies,””

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Is Andover*s Town Hall a fine 
specimen or an architectural 
atrocity? Is it worth preserving? 

The Townsman put this question 
to a variety of sources this week 
and collected a variety of answers, 
the most authorative of which 
comes from a man who says that 
the familiar landmark has real 
value, 

Walter Whitehill, director and 
librarian for the famed Boston 
Athenaeum, told the Townsman 
Tuesday that the present Town 
Hall is ‘*very well worth pre- 
serving.”” 

“It is,’’ he said, ‘ta pleasing, 
admirable mid-19th Century build- 
ing.’’ He went on to say that it 
is is a good example of the kind 
of structure that evolved from the 
18th Century, a bigger building 
than was common in the earlier 
period, 

Removing the Hall, says White- 
hill, would prove a “‘grave detri- 
ment to the attractiveness of the 
town,”’ ‘**The mixture of houses, 

‘public buildings and stores found 
in Andover makes it look the way 
a New England town should look,”” 
he added. Whitehill expressed dis- 
tress at the plan for construction 
of a modern office building at Elm 
Square, offering the opinion that 
there were many sites suitable 
for such a building where it would 
not interfere with the appeal of 
the Center. 

Add the destruction of Town Hall 
to this and Whitehill believes An- 
dover could take on the ‘*shopping 
center’’ look that he associates 
parts of the country further west. 

The North Andover man is a 
member of the Massachusetts His- 
torical Commission and chairman 
of the Boston Historical Conserva- 
tion Committee which acts for the 
Mayor in recommending which 
landmarks should be spared as the 
city is renewed. 


Disagreeing is another North 
Andover man, William Endicott 
who is vice president of the Society 
for the Preservation of New Eng- 
land Antiquities, Is the building 
really worth preserving? **No I 
don’t really think so,’’ Endicott 
said this week, adding that he 
doesn’t find it too pleasing.”’ 

To one localarchitect, Town Hall 
is just another building. ‘*There 
is nothing really outstanding out 
it... it is not a particularly good 


example of anything,’* he said when
